hereafter be improved for the augmentation of national opulence and 
vigour. - 
Hints to the Socurty ef Antiquanies in Scorianp. 


HAVE obferved, with pleafure, the progrefs of the Socie- 

ty fately inftituted for the elucidation of the hiltory, 
laws, and antiquities of Scotland. 

If to the remains of antiquity alone, that are to be found in 

this country, the learned Society confine their refearches, 





{mall will be the feope, and barren the field of enquiry ; but if | 


the extenfive range, propofed in the plan of the inftitution, be 
followed out, and fully explored, I am perfuaded that the 
tranfaétions of the Society will become highly interefting and 
ufeful to the Public. 

The great preliminary point to be-gained in this, as well as 
every infant literary andertaking, is to excite a fpirit of ufefui 
enguiry, and to call forth the efforis of diligent, learned, and : 
ingenious perfons, in various departments, and in different parts 
of the country, to furnifh their aid to the general treafury of 
knowledge. ‘ 

This point, however, is not eafily attained, where novelty, 
prejudiecs, and the varicty of a fubje@ diftraéts the minds of 
thofe whofe zeal and exertions are neccffary to give permanen- 
sy and utility to a great and national attempt. 

Thefe confiderations, added to the well-placed confidence I 
repofe in the wifdom and candour of the members who com- 
pole the Society of the Antiqaaries of Scotland, have induced 
me, in the fincerity of good-will, and the warmth of zeal, to 
throw out a few hints for the attainment of the indifpenfible ob- 
jects I have been confidering. 

Firft, then, I fhall beg leave to fuggelt, that, as the firft

| ‘The colleétion alfo of {pecimens of the mines, minerals, and

of the national ftock, would prove an excellent bafis for i. 
tures to be given on the mineralogy and raral ceconomy of 
Scotland ; a fet of lectures which, if given practically, and by 
an experienced and intelligent Profeffor, could not fail of being 
of the highel{t importance. ; 

How few country gentlemen, the proprictors of improveable 
eftates, are there who profecute the learned lucubrations .of 
the Univerfity ? But if a foundation of ufeful knowledpe of 
this nature were laid in the early part of life, a thirft for learn- 
ing in general might be created, and the young heirs of éftates 
enabled to profecute their improvements, withont the rifk of 
impofition, or of wafting their fortunes, as we daily fee, on ill- 
judged projects and injudicious attempts to meliorare their, 
revenues, by enclofing, farming, mining, and other occupa- 
tions of a fimilar nature. We might then hope to fee many 
Earls of Findlater and Elgin arife in miniature among our 
country gentlemen, and a rational fyftem of improvement 
carried on in every part of the country.

The Public may depend upon t'e following being the account of 
the condud? of the Ifis, im the late engagement with the 

French feet. 

O* the 16th, the Ifis being the outermolt thip, difcover. 
ed, and made fignal, for fourteen fail in fight ; Com- 
modore Johnitone went on board the Ifis, and after looking at 
them, found them to be enemies. The [fis being more thas 
a mile the outermoft thip, and nothing near her bu: two India- 
men, and having twenty men tlort of her complement, twentys 
two men on fhore, and forty-feven fick, and, from her fitua+ 
tion, the probability of fultaining a heavy thare of the aétion, 
Captain Sutton requefted the favour of the Commodore to fend 
him a few men, foldiers, or any people that could be fpared, 
to ftrengthen his crew; to which the Commodore replied, Cap- 
tain Sutton fhonld take better care of his thip. Before the 
Commodore had left the Ifis ten minutes, the hcadmoft of the 
enemy’s fhips came up, got on the Ifis’s bow, hoifted French 
colours, fir{t fired a fingle gun, and then difcharged a broad- 
fide, flood ia a-head of che [fis among the convoy and men of 
war, and anchored ; the other cwo kept firing without. The 
action continued for two hours or more very fmart, when the 
French cut, and two of them came ranging alongfide the Ifs, 
within lefs diftance than half pifol hot, apparently with aa 
intention to board, but ran under the ftern of the Ifis, aad re- 
mained there, keeping up their fire for ten minutes, during 
which time the Ifis had every maft wounded, and her rigging 
tore topieces. Immediately after the Ifis had got clear of 
thefe two, a feventy-four came on her bow fo clofe, that her 
mizen matt, which was towing, touched the cable of the Ifis. 

Captain Sutton ordéred the marines to fix their bayonets, to 
fupport the forecaftle, but very foriunately the went clear, and 
fell with her {tern within tea yards of the Ifjs’s broadfide; in 
this fituation fhe lay f) alf an hour dader the fire of the Iiis, 
during which time the had her rigging and hull very much da- 
maged,. and before the had got out of the diftance of cannon 
fhot from the [fis, her main maft aad fore maft were carried 
away, and fle was left without any thing ftanding. 

The aétion finithed at half paft twelve ; at two, or rather lae 
ter, the Commodere got under fail the jupiter, the Hero, 
Monmouth, and Ifis. The Ifs was ten minutes afer the He- 
ro, and her cable was cut when the Monmosth was within 
hail. The Ifis had her mizea top fail yard gone, and her miz- 
en yard apon deck, and molt of her rigging fhot away, and e« 
very maft wounded. : 

A little after four, the Commodore hailed the Ifis, and told 
Captain Sutton he was going down to engage immediately. ‘The 
French were then abont fe miles ‘go leeward, a weft wind, 
their difmatted thip in tow, and moft of their fhips with their 
topfails clued up, and two of them with their main topfails uns 
bent. The Conmmodore afked Captain Sutton whether he was 
ready ? to whieh Captain Sutton replied, As ready as pofli- 
ble, but wifhed he had a mizen topfail yard up; which the 
Commodore faid was of no fignification. Captain Satton told 
him, he meant to make no excufes, but would follow him im- 
mediately. During the converfation, the fore top-fail yard went 
away, and the main top maft and main malt, from the wounds 
they had received, were every moment im daoger of doing the 
fame, the main maft having a fhot through the centre : this was 
near five, and a little before fix the Commodore made a fignal 
for the line of battle a-head. The Ifis got into the line-before 
fix, clofe to the Comumodore’s ftern, and asbreaft the French 
Commodore, who waited the approach not more than two miles 
off ; his.main top fail unbent, fails clued up, fo near that Caps 
tain Sutton ordered the officers on the lower deck not to fuffer 
the men to fire as the Frenci did, bur referve their fire till they 
got quite clofe on board them. 

The Commodore now begar go bear down, as if to engage, 
but iuftantly hauled his wind, a.‘ repzated the manaeuvre feveral 
times, to the furprize of the whole fleet. 

At night he made the fignal to fpeak to the fterumoft thip, 
upon which the Iiis ran clofe to him; the Commodore afked 
Captain Sutton how he was, and defired him to carry all the 
fail he could for St Jago; Captain Sutton told him he was fear- 
ful of cacrying mach fail on the main malt, as it had a large 
fhot through the center. 

Three days after the Comnredore got into port, Capt. Sut- 
ton waited on him ; the Commodore informed him, that he 
meant to try him 
16th, but if he chufe to go to England, and carry his letters, 
he might. Captain Sutton returncd on board the Ifis, and 
wrote ro the Commodore, to tell him he was conftious of no | 
inftance wherein he had not executed his duty to the utmoft, of & 
doing any injury to the fervice, and that he defired :ie judgment/'® 
of a Court Martial on his condw@; upea which Capuun Sugoa 
was put uoder an arreft 
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a Court Martial for his condu& on the gts 
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HOUSE or LORDS, Treflay, Fine Id. 
THE Duke of Yichmand preferted a petition from the American 
prifoners in Mill-houfe prifon, Plymouth, complaining of their being 
deprived of a proper allowance of breadj cloathing, &c.° His Grace, 
previous to the de'ivery of the petition, thortly opened its merits. 

‘The petition was rcad by the Clerk, at the table, and purported, 
that the petitioners were allowed only one pound of bread per diem, 
whercas the French, Spanith, and Duteh pritoners were allowed one 
pound and a half. It prayed, therefore, for a larger allowance of 
bread, and for a regular fupply of clothes and other neceflarics. 

After the petition was read, the Duke cf Kichmond rofe,and faidy he 
withed to have fo forcible a call upon hutaan'ty duly attended to, but 
in obtaining that objeét, he meant to allow full time for enquiry into 
the truth of the allegations of the petiton. He fhould therefore move 
that the petition lie on the table, and follow thar petition with ano- 
ther, that the petition be referred to a Comutittee of the whele Houle 
on Monday fe’ennight. In the meay time, however, there was. one 
point, to which fome of the fervants of the Crown ought tofpeak, and 
that was, whether the faft aliedg-d io the petition, viz. that the 
American prvioners were aflowed lets bread than the French, Spanith, 
and Dutch prifoners, was founded? Uf any of the King’s fervants ad- 
mitted the truth of the allegation, in that cafe the Howie, when in-a 
Committee on Mondyy fe’ennight, might proceed immediate’ y to con- 
fider the petition. If, on the other hand, the aflertion was not. ad- 
mitted, he fhould move that the Commiiioners of the Sick and Hurt 
Ofice attend the Committee to verify the fact. 

Lord Sandwich faid he had not the {malleft obje€tion to the motion, 
That he was not prepared to fpeak to it of a fudden, but on the day 
mentioned by the ‘noble Duke “he would be ready to give the Houfe 
every information in his power. All he coud fay at prefent was, that 
the American prifoners (tood on a very different footing from the. pri- 
foners of France, Spain, or Holland ; the latter were pvifoners of war, 
in the common acceptation of the words; the former were felons 
committed to jail by a Magiftrate on charge of high treafon. There 
had been, and there neceffarily would be, a dilinélion made between 
the two fpecies of prifoners. “Another thing tlrack him upon the fub- 
ject, which was, that the French prifoners being remarkably fond of 
bread, gave up part ef their other allowance to have that of bread en- 
ercafed, and potfibly this might make a difference with regard to the 
fad in question. is Lordihip faid further, that an exchange of pri- 
foners, man for man, was as much as any mation could expect or de- 
fie. What fort of exchange had been ettabfithed between this country 
aod America. ‘Phe account ftood much in our favour at prefént, and 


- till America could ballance with us, he conceived it would be ad-mitted 


on all bands, that it wis politic and prudent for us to detain thofe 
American ptifoners we now had in our pofli lion, becaufe, if they 
were releafed, it would only be letting loofe a number of enemies ta 
annoy-our coatts and harbours, with whicly they were better acquainted 
than other foes. His lordthip udged, that he wited the Houfe to 
have the matter fully before them, anid. therefore he thould rather 
hope, that the nuble Duke wu ould mave, that the Commiffioners of the 
Sick and Hurt attend the Committee on Monday tennight. 

The Duke of Kichmond faid, he was glad the noble Earl'a »proved of 
the motion for the Commiffioners of the Sick and Hurt to atteid, 
which, in contequence, he thou'd make. With regard to the prudence 
or policy of making a dittin&ion between the American prifoners-and 
the French, Spanith, and Dutch priioners, that was a conGdesation 
foreign from the quellion, however important and worthy of di{zuffion 
His Grace faid, it was incumbent on Great Bri- 
tain, at war with a powerful confederacy, to take efpecial care that 
the held out an example of mercy‘and moderation in every part of the 
wir. Ifit-was known in America, that we treated our priton: s of 
that continent with inhumanity, the certain contequeace would be, 
that our own people, when captured in Ametica, would be treated 
with equal cruelty and feverity. His Grace like wife (tated, that oon 
fiderirg the American priloners as pérfons committed to prifom by a 
Magitlrate on charge of high treafon, ftill they were entitled to the 
fame attention, which. the ‘mild nature of our conftitution inclined us 
to thew to other felons; no perfons ever being fent to jail as criminals, 
who were not allowed bread, and proper fattenance. 

After more argument, the Duke put his motions, which were feve- 
rally agreed to. ‘ 

The order of the day was read for the further confideration of a bill 
¢ For the better regulating elections of citizens to terve in Parliament 
for the city of Coventry.” The Houfe went into a Committee, feve- 
ral witnefies were examined, and a thort converfation took place, in 
which the Lord Chancellor, Lord Loughborough, and Lord Temple 
fpoke ; after which it was moved to adjourn the further confideration 
till Tuefday nest, ia order to give time for the parties to fend to Co- 
ventry for the charter and other papers.

The Doc- 
tér then was aiked as ta’ the fund, and the expences of the Univeriity, 
and what was received from Alderman Wright aad : 
the right granted to them of printing ceriu in’ beaks? : 

he witnelles replied to this, that until the late dec‘fion is the 
Common Pleas, the Univerfities received sso. each sinually ; but 
that when the point was given againtt the Stationers Company, to 
whom the Alderman had Seafed his right, that annual income ceafed. 

{Here it is neceilury to obferve, that the purport of the present bilf 
wos an additional tax on every theet almanac ; and out of that tax a 
thoufand pounds to be annually divided between Oxford and Cam- 
bridge.} 

The Lord Chancelior, in a very able fanner, combated the pream- 
ble of the bill, which he {aid was abfurf, and worded ima looie, care- 
Je(s manner, infomuch that it contradiéts itfelt in feveral parts; and, 
exchufive of this, it afferted that to be a faét in one place, which ix 
allowed to be dubious in another. 

‘Fhe Lord Prejident replied in defence of the claufes, after whizh, 

‘The Chanceilor made a very long {peech on the occafion, in which he 
denied the juftice of the claim which the Univerfities made, and ex- 
poted, in a very ludicrous point of view, the loffes which Oxford fta- 
ted on account of publiting and printing learned books, which did not 
in their fale nearly pay for.even the compofitors work.

Extraft of a letter fram Lenton, June 21. 

“ This day, in in the Houle of Lords, in a Committee of Privile- 
ges, Lord Sandys in the Chair, the adjourned confideration of Colonet 
Twifleton’s claim to the barony of Saye and Sele, came om for a fare 
ther hearing, when feveral witneffes were examined at the bar; after 
which the counfel were ordered tu withdraw. 

** The Lord ChanceljJor then ftated the nature of the claim, and the 
effet of the evidence that had been adduced, in fubftantiating the 
fame; and concluded by moving, that it was their Lordthips opinion, 
that Colonel Twifleton had made out his claim to the batony of Saye 
and Sele, and was entitled to the fame. ‘The motion was put, and a- 
greed to nemine contradicente. 

** Lord Sandys then reported the refolution, to which the Houfe a- 
greed, and ordered the fame to be reported to his Majeity. 

** ‘The Houfe then broke up, and adjourned tiil to-morrow, when 
counfel will be heard againft the Duke of Atholl’s bill. 

“* Mr Ord brought up a report from the Committee of Supplies, 
that they had agreed ta give the fam of one million Sterling as a vote 
of credit for the fervice of the year 1781. 

“* Mr Fox confidered this as a fecond budget; and he was very mucle 
again& this motion. Before the Noble Lord at the head of the Trea- 
fury fhould have propofed any fuch fam by way of a vote of credit, it 
was incumbent upon him to thew, and to evince by faéts, that the 
furs already beftowed for the public fervice were in reality expended 
for that purpofe. He adverted to our ovtward-bou#1 Jamaica fleet 
being obliged to go north about; and asked, If fo humiliating an ex- 
pedient ‘would have been adopted laft war? He affirmed farther, that 
our ficet in every quarter of the world was inferior to that of the e- 
nemy; in the Eaft Indies, in the Weft Indies, and in North Ameri-- 
ca. If our fleet had relieved Gibraltar, that was owing to the French 
and Spaniih ficets not having been united, at the time when that relief 
was effe€ted. He then obferved upon Commodore Johnftone’s con- 
du&t, which he faid was more expofed to cenfure than that of thofe of- 
ficers whom that Commodore had fo freely condemned. Mr Fox af; 
firmed that Commodore Johnftone’s force was fuperior to that of the 
enemy by 440 guns; yet we all know the iilne of the conteft. All 
that could be faid was, that Commodore Johnfton was not beat. Mr 
Fox wifhed to know whether there wonld éver he an end to this war, 
and whether there was any appearance of our being nearer to an end of 
it now than we were feven years ago? 

* Lord North aniwered to Mr Fox, that if any objeétion had been 
male to this vote; it thou'd have been made at the beginning of the 
fefion, when the great quettion of carrying on the American war was 
agitated, His Lordthip maintained, that in mot parts we were equal 
to the enemy, and in fome fuperior. Here he fpoke much of the re~ 
licf of the fortrets of Gibraltar. He faid, that the {uperiority of the 
enemy at fome places was owing to their inferiority in others: for 
they could not defend with equal fuccefs their frentiers in every part, 
and at the fame time ‘make atiacks npon their adverfary. As to the 
leeward fleet going north about, Lord North obferved, that precautions 
had been taken to prevent that feeining af of fubmiffion, but that o- 
ther parts of the fervice which were indifpenfidle had rendered thofe 
precautions.abortive. Here be fpoke of the points at which Admiral 
Da-by and other Admizals were to have met,-after affecting their va- 
rious objeéts. His Lordthip faid, that hz would not pretend to enter 
into a detail of naval operations; but he was fully perfuaded, that 
were the Honourable Commodore prefeng, he would fully juftify all his 
proceedings ; and till that time alk ju‘tification ‘was premature. 

“ Mr Fox acknowledged that Mr Johnttone was a very great Parlia- 
mentary fpeaker; and he had not the leaft doubt, were he prefent, 
that he would make a very handfume thew of his condu. But Mr 
Fox formed his opinions by faéts, not by words.. Mr Fox alledged, 
that it was on account of Commodore Johnftone’s Parliamentary abili-

“* Lord North anfwered to Mr Fox, that Mr Johnftone was, as he 
had rightly obferved, @ very great Parliamentary fpeaker. He added, 
that he had often fpoken on the fide of Government ; and that, there- 
fore, it was more likely that Miniftry thould keep him at home, an€ 
in that Houle, where there was fo great need of good fpeakers on the 
fide of Government, than that he fhould be fent to a remote quarter 
of the world, on a feparate command. ~ 

“ Me Byng afked, whether our negative vittorics were to be toptes 
of pofitive praife? Whether our efeape at Guildford, and our not ha- 
ving furrendered Gibraltar, were to be confidered as heroic deeds fitted 
to roufe the pride of Englithmen ? 

“ Mr Byng, in the courte of feveral obfervations on what had fallen 
from Lard North, threw owt a political idea, which deferves to be re- 
corded. He faid, that the French were not in carncft about affifting 
the Spaniards, to regain the fortrefs of Gibraltar from the Englith + 
becaute, while it remained ia t&cir hands, a motive would ftill exitt

{worn enemies of the Englitlrs 

“Mr Dempfer faid, that he had fired in habits of friendhhip with 
the Hon: Commodore alluded to, both when he oppofed the meafures 
of Government and when fupported them. He ftill had a good opi- 
nivn of him, notwithftanding this vicilitdde of opinion; and he ad- 
ded, that men might have reatons for efpoufing one fide, which

Extra& of a letter froma gentlenan at Sorbie, in the county of 

Galloway, to bis friend in Edinburgh, dated Funz 20. 1781. 

“ Yelterday, about nine o’clock of the evening, we had a 
moft dreadful: ftorm here. The thunder and lightning were 
truly awful in their appearance, and alfo in their effe&is : For, 
about half paft nine, the ightning killed two people, mother 
and daughter, in a houfe of this village. The honfe has three 
room$, or apartments, in length. The daughter was entertain- 
ing two young men in the welt room, up one pair of ftairs. 
One of the men efcaped untouched : The other had his right 
hand and arm from the elbow much burnt 3 the arm of his 
fhirt on the fide where he was Rrack quite confumed ; and his 
coat, which was of woolen cloth, has one hole at the elbow, 
aad another lower down at the cu; and, from the one hole to 
the other, the cogt is finged. lis left hand was alfo ttruck, 
but inconfiderably. He had a pair of cuarf2 worlled ftocXings 
drawn over a pair of thread, as he had been riding: One of 
the worfted pair had a very finall -hole near the knee, at which 
the matter had entered, and burt his leg a little. 

* The mother was io the low room in the eaft end of the 
houfe, with a boy who was affifting her to put a curtata upoa 
the window. The boy was {truck ou the lower part of the 
belly, very lightly, with the figure of a ftar. 

« The bodies ofthe mother and daughter were a little difco- 
loured, but their bones quite firm; only, the daughter’s flioul- 
der was diflocated, and the bone {pfit.—They were all track 
fo near about the fame time, that, as yet, none can fay who was 
firft. . I was fent for immediately, and found them all upon the 
ground.”
